1 . Claims 4-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not teach 
the tetra-polymers or penta-polymers in claim 4 wherein the polymers must have the fluoro-hydroxy- 
substituted norbornene, maleic anhydride and either a methyl-adamantyl methacrylate or a t-butyl 
methacrylate and either a hydroxyethyl methacrylate or a hydroxymethyl methacrylate, a method of 
making the polymers, a photoresist comprising the polymers and a pattern forming method using the 
photoresist composition. As to new claims 21-23: claim 21 is allowed because no art was found that 
reads on a photoresist composition comprising the polymer and the specific photoacids claimed, claim 22 
is allowed because no art was found that reads on a photoresist composition comprising the polymer and 
the specific mixture of photoacids claimed, claim 23 is allowed because no art was found that reads on a 
method of forming a photoresist pattern comprising a photoresist composition having the claimed polymer 
and using an exposure energy of 0.1 to100 mJ/cm 2 .
